Mr. Pitblado said neither Manito- 
ba nor the Manufacturers associa- 
tion were opposed to British Colum- 
bia getting as low a grain rate as 
the conditions would allow, but in 
his opinion it ought to be an actual 
mile for mile basis and should be 
made with reference to the fact that 
the grain rate of the prairie prov- 
inces to Fort William was part of 
a furtherance rate, It would not 
be right and proper to equalize the 
rate to Fort William with the rate 
to the seaboard on the Western 


lines! The present grain rates which, 


the prairie provinces have, have 


been dearly won, and were 
going to buy them at such cost and 
then let some others get the same 
bargain without any sacrifice?

It looks like a case for the Allies of 
France to either ‘‘put up or shut up.” 


EVERY DAY IS ARBOR DAY. 


Collectively Edmonton citizens did a good 
deal of tree planting on Arbor day, with corre 
sponding improvement in the appearance of 
streets and premises. It is still in order of course 
for those who ware otherwise employed, or who 
did not finish the job, to keep up the good work. 
The Provincial authorities have no monopoly on 
the weather conditions, and no supernetural pow- 
ers to determine what particular day is the best in 
the year for planting trees. Thero is no magic 
about Arbor day which guarantees unusual suc- 
cess for those who set out their shrubs and sap- 
lings on that day, or which foredooms to failure 
the efforts of those who do it sooner or later. 
Many a tree planted on Arbor day withers and 
dies, and many a one put into the ground weeks 
ahead or weeks behind the appointed time flaur- 
ishes. There is more in the method than the day. 
Any spring day will do if the tree is healthy and 
is planted right. 


A TIMELY WARNING. 


The small boys of an Ontario town began to 
celebrate the ‘‘24th’’ in advance of time, and 
sparks from their fire-crackers started a conflag- 
ration that wiped out two blocks of the business 
district. Edmonton has escaped the like fate by 
a succession of miracles in past years, and the 
civic authorities might well take the precaution 
of enforcing some kind of regulations this year 
as to where and when the juveniles may indulge 
in their pyratechnical demonstrations of patrivt- 
ism. It would be cruel, and is quite unnecessary, 
to prohibit the fire-cracker, but there is no occa- 
sion and little sense in allowing youngsters to 
scatter fragments of burning paper in all corners 
of a dense residential or business section. There 
are plenty of open spaces where the youthful cele- 
brants can carry on their noise-making without 
endangering anybody but themselves and with- 
out risk of burning up the town. 


BHANTUNG AGAIN, 


The Chinese province of Shantung is again 
the centre of world-wide attention. A few years 
ago it came into international prominence as the 
subject of a heated controversy between Wash- 
ington and Tokio. Now it is figuring in the dis- 
patches as the scene of a hold-up that has already 
started an exchange of views between several 
capitals. A company of bandits raided a railway 
train on the borders of the province, looted every- 
body and everything in sight, and drove off a 
large number of passengers as prisoners into the 
hills. Among the captives were about a score of 
United States and British tourists and officials, 
and these are said to be held for ransom. If the 
bandits do not murder the captives, and hold out 
for the ransom, the money will likely have to be 
paid by the Chinese Government, whose business 
it is to keep its subjects in order. The incident 
rather raises a question as to whether it would 
not have been better to leave the Japs in Shan- 
tung. As they have gone, Britain and the United 
States may have to back up the Government at 
Pekin to the point of stabilizing conditions and 
putting it in position to maintain law. This affair 
can hardly be allowed to end with the release of 
the prisoners and the payment of compensation 
from the Celestial treasury.

PROHIBITION AND THE TRANSFERABLE 
VOTE, 


The Calgary Albertan undertakes to explain 
the working of the ‘‘transferable vote’’ scheme 
which is to be applied to the liquor law plebiscite 
to be taken in November. The Albertan says: 


5 ‘‘Prohibitionists will vote Clause A. There 
will be no interference with that vote, until 
Clause A is eliminated. . . . In case that 
prohibition should be eliminated, say on the 
first count, thenthe officials will follow the in- 
structions of the prohibitionist as set forth in 
his ballot. If the prohbitionist ‘‘plumps’’ then 
his instructions are that he has no choice of the 
other three clauses and does notcare to make a 
decision. Then there will be no transfer. If he 
votes ‘‘2’’ for clause ‘‘C,’’ it means that he 
orders the officials, in case that prohibition is 
eliminated, to count his vote for clause ‘‘O’’, 


The Albertan closes its explanation with the 
phrase, ‘‘That surely is simple enough.’’ And so 
it would be—if that was all there was toit. If the 
single vote is permitted under the transferable 
system some voters will ‘‘plump”’ for only one, 
and others will mark their ballots for two, three 
or four choices. In such case the voter who 
““plumps’’ will know that his vote will be counted 
as he intended. But the voter who marks his 
ballot for two, three orfour choices on the Albor- 
tan’s statement of the casa, cannot know for 
which his vote will be counted, and therefore 
cannot know which of the four proposals his vote 
has helped to defeat. Perhaps this gives the voter 
“control of his ballot to the finish’’ as the Alber- 


tan states but if s0 the Albertan should be able to 
produce more convincing evidence than is con- 
tained in its editorial ‘‘explanation.’’ 

There is only one way in which the voter can 
have ‘‘control of his ballot to the finish,’’ and 
that is by casting only one vote. In that case his 
ballot is not ‘‘transferable,’’ and will be counted 
for the proposal he intended. 

The Albertan expresses its confidence that pro- 
hibition—or Clause A of the ballot, will win. In 
order to do so it will have to have a clear major- 
ity on the first count. The ‘‘transferable vote’’ 
allows those who favor either of the three propos- 
als for the sale of intoxicants to unite their forces 
against the prohibition proposal. Naturally the 
voter who is opposed to prohibition will mark his 
‘1? (97" “°3"? opposite the anti-prohibition para- 
graphs of the ballot. As naturally he will either 
mark the prohibition paragraph ‘‘4’’ or not mark 
it at all. In the process of counting and trans- 
ferring the votes according to the directions of 
the voter, as stated by the Albertan, all the anti- 
prohibition votes will finally be grouped together 
against the prohibition vote. 

It may be that prohibition can win under 
such conditions, but it will not be the fault of the 
Albertan or of the transferable vote if it does. 
The Manitoba legislature, faced by the necessity 
of dealing with the same on a similar question, 
provides for two plebiscites one month apart, in 
each of which a single question will be decided. 
Two plebiscites will cast more than one, but it is 
better and cheaper to pay for two plebiscites and 
get a definite decision on a difficult question than 
to pay for one and get'a decision that is not de- 
cisive, because the methods employed are mani- 


festly unfair.

WHEAT OROP OF INDIA 


Canadian Trade Commissioner H, A. Chisholm 

at Karachie 

The second wheat forecast for the season 1922-28, 
issued by the Government of India on March 14, esti- 
mates the tote! area of wheat sown at 80,082,000 acres 
as compared with the revised figure of 28,406,000 acres 
at the corresponding date of 1922. Weather conditions 
are reported to be generally favorable, and the condi- 
tion. and prospect of the crop, on the whole, are gen- 
The cutting of wheat is now under way in 
Central India, while wheat harvesting operations will 
be commenced in the Northwest in April. The writer 
has been able to confirm this favorable forecast by 
actual observation in districts scattered throughout 
ihe great wheat-growing areas of the country. Ratin- 
fall and moisture conditions have been eatisfactory 
over 96 per cent of these areas, During the first fort- 
night in March cloudy weather caused the appearance 
of rust in some districts in the Punjab, but continued

either this year or next year, even if both crops turn 
out well above normal, unless export prices reach a 
higher level than they are at present Indian peasants 
who before the war could net afford to eat wheat 
cakes have now acquired a definite taste for them, 
and they can moreover afford to use flour at the 
present low level of food prices and the comparatively 
high level of wages New flour mills are being con- 
structed all over India, and in contrast to most other 
new industrial ventures in the Peninsule, they aro 
paying good dividends. It is therefore doubtful whether 
encugh Indian wheat will be available for export this 
year to make any appreciable addition to the world's»

EXPERTS LEAVE 
TO GIVE BATILE 


|Craig and Strickland Go to 
Points in East of Province 
Working North

| Deputy minister of agriculture H. 
A. Craig and profeasor Strickland, 
entomologist at the university, left 
Thursday for Munson, Youngstown, 
Craigmyle and other points in that 
part of the province where reports 
have come during the last few days 
to the effect that grasshoppers are 

hatching on the pratries, 

Earlier Than Usual 

Officials of the department of ag- 
riculture did not expect that these 
pests would become menacing unti 
about the first of Juno but in the 
meantime ‘laborate preparations 
have been made for launching the 
campaign of extermination at any 
momen. 7%. MelTimoyle, assistant 
deputy minister who was in charge 
of the grasshopper campaign in 
1922. stated Thursday that the gov- 
ernment already has large supplies 
of material for polsoning purposes 
at Edmonton, Calgary, Lethbridge, 
Medicine Hat, and Munson, These 
materials include arsenic, bran, mo- 
lagses, salt and sawdust, A consid- 
erable quantity of the supply pur- 
chased in 1922 is also on hand for 
thin year’s work, this including fair- 
ly large stocks held in reserve by 
Diuinicipal district and local improve 
ment district officials in the south- 
ern and south eastern portions of 
the province where the pest was the 
worst last veur. 

Eges at Bagshaw ; 

Professor Strickland paid a v'asi't 
to the Bashuw district a few days 
ago and found grasshopper eges in 
abundance in some places, this in- 
dicating that the pest will be active 
further north this year than ir. 1922 
In his evidence before the public 
account committee of the legisiat- 
ure the professor geve it as his op n- 
jon that the grasshoppers would be 
prevalent this season in alarming 
numbers at least as far north as 

etaskiwin. 
Wale aie and Prof. Strickland 
will returr. to Edmonton by way of 
Gleichen and Calgary, probably at 
the end of the week. 


HUGE EAGLE SWOOPS 
DOWN ON MAN, PINNING 
TALONS IN HIS OOAT 


PORT ARTHUR, Ont. May 9.— 
What is believed to be the first 
kown case in this section of the 
country of an eagle actualy attack- 
ing a man, occurred Monday a: 
Hillsport, 276 miles east of here on 
the Canadian National railway, 
when Oakley Halil, a pump repair 
man, resident of Hornepayne, was 
attacked. The bird, which measur- 
ed six feet, two inches from tip to 
tip of the wingw, when extended, is 
said to have ewooped down on him, 
pinning {ts claws in the heavy 
mackinaw coat at the right shoul- 
der. Hall managed to secure a grip 
on the bird's neck, twisting it unti 
life was extinct. In the struggle, 
the eagle maintained its hod on 
the man's shoulder and after death 
it was necessary to tear away the 
cloth to free the bird 

Mr, Hall took the dead bird to 
Hilisport and shipped it to Ottawa 
to be mounted. ‘
